103(b) in light of In re Ochiai, 37 USPQ2d 1 127 (fed. cir. 1995)(See 1 184 
TMOG 86, March 26,1996). 

Applicants urge the examiner to reconsider the restriction as stated. The 
process claimed in clams 7-13 includes thioetherification, hydrogenation and 
fractionation . Subclass 16 covers products and compositions ("fuels of internal 
combustion engines") and is indented under subclass 15 which covers products 
and compositions ("products and compositions which are claimed or disclosed 
for use as fuels") which is indented under subclass 14 which covers products 
and compositions ("only a mixture or blending of mineral oils with each other") 
which is indented under Class definition 208 which is related to recovery of a 
purified or modified mineral oil or of coke. The present claims do not relate to 
products or compositions. Claims 7-13 would also seem to be classified in 
Class 585, subclass 310 (subclass 332 is indented under 331 which is indented 
under 310, which is indented under the class definition 585). 
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
